WILMINGTON - The Board of 
Health has filed an application for 
a show cause hearing to seek a 
criminal complaint against a 
John Elia over an unsafe septic 
tank located at a commercial site 
on Middlesex Avenue. 

“I want the tank that’s there 
destroyed,” said Gregory Erick- 
son, Director of Public Health. 
“It’s dangerous.” Board members 
spoke to Jeffrey Miller, of K.J. 
Miller, Inc., a civil engineering 
fitm attached to the project, but it 
was Elia who was supposed to get 
the message. According to Erick- 
son, the septic system remains on 
the site despite repeated warnings 
to both Elia and his lawyer. 

“It’s there and we're not going to 
let him keep it there,” Erickson 
said. “The next thing you know, 
some kid could fall in it.” 

Yet in a written statement to the 
Town Crier, Elia maintains that 
‘there is no problem. “There has 
never been any sight or odor of 
any effluent on the ground,” he 
said. “We do not see how this 
could be a nuisance. We cannot 
see any difference whether water 
seeps out of the tank into the 
ground (as in a cesspool) or 
through the distribution pipes.” 
His attorney will vigorously 
defend his position in court, he 
wrote. 

The tank became an issue back 
in May when a truck ran over the 
tank. After repeated meetings 
pnd discussion, the tank was 
pumped out mid September. 
‘When you looked inside, you 


could see pieces of concrete,” said 
Erickson who inspected it at the 
time. “Whenever you have a par- 
tially crumbled tank, it has to 
come out of there.” 

The statute allows a fine as 
much as $1000 a day, according to 
Erickson, although a judge would 
have to impose the exact amount 
at the end of these proceedings. 
Board member Dr. James Fico- 
ciello said that if that happened, 
the board would seek the fines 
from Elia. 

According to Miller, the full ex- 
tent of the damage is uncertain. 
His company, K.J._ Miller, 
designed the original plan, which 
has now lapsed, for Elia. Since 
then, both the rules to determine 
the correct tank size and the 
buildings included in the plans 
have changed. Miller is now re- 
determining the correct size for 
the replacement tank. 

“This is of utmost importance,” 
Ficociello said. Although he said 
the situation wasn’t Miller’s fault, 
the tank still must be removed. 
“Jeff, it’s got to be done,” he said. 
“This has been going on for a long 
time.” 

In other business, members of 
the board have been asked to at- 
tend Olin Chemical’s presentation 
slated for 8 p.m. during the next 
Board of Selectman’s meeting on 
October 13. Company representa- 
tives will present the Department 
of Environmental Protection’s 
latest study and critique of the 
contamination on their closed 
plant on Eames Street.

The town’s main streets and side 
roads were gridlocked with traffic 
on Tuesday morning after an acci- 
dent closed off Rte. 128 in Woburn 
and left commuters scrambling to 
find alternate routes to work. 

A one mile stretch of Rte. 128 in 
Woburn was closed for 12 hours 
after a truck carrying 10,000 gal- 
lons of liquid natural gas over- 
turned in the southbound lane at 
9:30 p.m. on Monday. As a result, 
traffic clogged the primary and 
secondary streets of Wilmington 
and Tewksbury between 6 a.m. 
and 11 a.m. 

“I could have a sale on guns out 
on the sidewalk for the road rage 
this has created,” said Wilmington 
Center News owner Phil Corbin, 
amid the sounds of car horns 
being beeped by frustrated 
motorists. 

The traffic on Main Street was 
bumper to bumper, making it dif- 
ficult for people to make it to work 
on time. 

Bill Cartwell, a supervisor for 
Apria Healthcare, 260-D Fordham 
Rd., Wilmington said his 15 
minute commute to work from 
Billerica turned into an hour and 
a half endurance test.

Wilmington Coach and Taxi nor- 
mally transports eight regular 
customers, in addition to 25 stu- 
dents, every morning. The traffic 
delayed their schedule by an hour. 

Co-owner Dot Flynn said that 
while the traffic was bad, the shut 
down of Salem Street made it 
worse.

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New legislation promises sweeping 
changes in the Internal Revenue Service 
The shakeup gives new rights and protec- 
tions to taxpayers who get into disputes 
with the tax-collection agency. 

Specifically, the bill will waive interest 
and some penalties if the IRS doesn't con- 
tact the taxpayer about a dispute within 18 
months after a return is filed (this drops to 
12 months in the year 2004), Other penal- 
ties are reduced, too. In many tax cases, the 
burden of proof shifts to the IRS instead of 
the taxpayer. “Innocent spouses” will be 
relieved of liability for mistakes of their 
husbands (or. less often, wives). And, in 
non-criminal cases, the “attorney-client” 
privilege extends to accountants and others. 

Among other clarifications and correc- 
tions is a bonus for investors: sales of assets 
will qualify for the 20 percent capital gains 
tax rate after 12 months, instead of 18 
months, retroactive to January 1, 1998.

The daily commute 


tee Every day. thousands of people commute from out of town to work at offices 
and industries located off of Route 93. It may not be as bad as what everyone 
experienced Tuesday morning, but it's every bit as frustrating to those who 
endwre it cach morning. The following is one Woburnite’s account of the traffic 
and mind-nunbing obstacles she encounters in her commute to Wilmington 
ed. 


October winds were bfowing 
wild in Tewksbury last week... 
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Road to Wilmington 


To the editor, . 
I have worked at a business on Lowell Street (Rt. 129) in 
Wilmington for over two years and would like to give one 
view of what it’s like to travel there daily. From the Green 
Street area I basically have three choices. Depending on the 
type of risks I choose to take for the day I can head down 
Green Street, hoping not to get hit by someone crossing over 
from Holten or Wood Street, and hop on Rt. 93 north where 
all kinds of things can happen upon approaching the Rt. 
93/128 interchange. If I get past that without incident, it's a 
breeze up to the Wilmington exit, but I’ve gone about 2 miles 
out of the way é ; 
Another choice should be a simple one, right up Main 
Street to Wilmington. However, with the truck traffic and 
Dunkin’ Donuts jam in north Woburn, the least aggravating 
way to go is criss-crossing over 10 different streets and com- 
ing out beyond that log jam, but one gets to wave at all the 
nice school crossing guards along the way. : - 
The third feasible course is by way of “Cummingsland’ 
on Washington Street, where one can observe yet another 
DD traffic tie-up. This is by far the riskiest route but, if I'm 
feeling lucky that day, I'll take my chances, besides I usual- 
ly feel a little better when I reach the overpass and look 
down at the Rt. 128 parking lot, grateful I’m not there. 
Choosing this route yesterday, I unfortunately fell behind 
a huge tractor-trailer truck coming out of (east) Cedar 
Street. He bypassed all the exits to the highway so I knew I 
was with him until the Industrial Park in Wilmington, but, 
what a surprise, when he reached Rt. 129, instead of going 
left, he turned right and then left onto Rt. 93 north. Evident- 
ly he’s also familiar with the Rt, 93/128 interchange, which 
must be avoided at all costs for those in the know. 
Somewhere here there is a lesson, one of which is unless 
something is done about that interchange, where there are 
daily accidents and traffic jams, Woburn will always be the 
shortcut for vehicles, trucks, and the new glutton of busses 
(excuse me) livery vehicles to Wilmington, Winchester and 
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Stone Zoo gets new Snow Leopard 


Reading, too. 


The stretch of road on West Street in Reading which is 
used by trucks and other vehicles to get to and from Wil- 
mington is 1.9 miles long, which is minuscule compared to 
the truck traffic on all the main roads in Woburn. 

Closing the north end of Washington Street to truck traf- 
fic, as much as we’d all like to see it, would make traffic on 
Main Street in north Woburn a total nightmare since we 
know this is where the trucks will go next. Improving the in- 
tersection at School and Main streets will not solve this 


ongoing problem. 


To give my own opinion on the megaplex (the Regional 
Transportation Center) everyone seems so excited about, I 
find it rather mind boggling. Even if and when there is a 
new interchange, to me it’s a scary scenario to think that 
more than 2000 cars, busses, and a train station will be 
added to this traffic nightmare.

Animal testing goes on and on in America

Recently the media reported on 
' the existence of videotapes discov- 
éred by United Nations inspection 
‘teams, documenting Iraq's grue- 
‘some and barbaric tests of biologi- 
eal weapons on dogs. Americans 
}may be shocked to know that simi- 
lar tests occur here, sponsored by 
-our own Department of Defense 
(DOD): 

The DOD uses an estimated 
$20,000 animals per year in experi- 
ments that cost over $100 million 
annually. The unfortunate dogs, 
cats, monkeys, goats, sheep, pigs 
and other animals involved in these 
tests are irradiated, dosed with 
nerve gases and biological agents 
such as anthrax, deliberately 
burned and bled to death, exposed 
to deadly infectious diseases such 
as the dreaded Ebola virus, and 
forced to suffer a variety of other 
painful indignities - all in the name 
of military advancement 

During the 1992 hearings in Con- 
Bress, scientists, physicians and 


former military researchers ques- 
tioned both the validity and neces- 
sity of the DOD's animal research 
As a results, Congress required 
greater oversight mechanisms, but 
the experiments continued un- 
abated 
This year, the U.S. General Ac- 
counting Office will embark on an 
extensive investigation of military 
animalresearch. It is time tolet our 
Congress know torturing animals 
in the name of human welfare, 
whether done by Iraq or our own 
country, is wrong. Write your rep- 
resentative at U.S. House of Repre- 
sentatives, Washington, D.C. 20515, 
or call 202-224-3121 to protest the 
DOD's continued animal abuse.

The exhibit is funded by a $52,318 
donation from the Friends of Stone 
Zoo, who presented the donation 
during the press conference. 

This marks the second time this 
year that the Stone Zoo has opened 
anew, permanent exhibit. In July, 
the Stone Zoo welcomed two Mexi- 
can gray wolves. 

In the future Zoo New England 
plans to begin “Phase II” construc- 
tion of both exhibits, which will 
include a boardwalk, a replica of an 
Anasazi pueblo and a Mongolian 
yurt, along with sub-exhibits rang- 
ing from peccaries to orange hawk- 
eagles, rattlesnakes and bats. 

We're building the world’s first 
“Earth Park” at Stone Zoo, which 


will be an interdisciplinary and in- 
teractive approach to environmen- 
tal conservation,” said Brian A 
Rutledge, president and CEO of 
Zoo New England. “As a result,” 
said Rutledge, “our guests will be 
able to learn not only biology and 


zoology, but also anthropology, 
paleozoology, archaeology, geology 
and botany.” 

The exhibit is built upon natural 
rock outcrops of the Stone Zoo, and 
encompasses roughly 4,000 square 
feet. Much of it is rocky and steep, 
withplenty of vertical space for the 
snow leopards‘g, jtitap and-play,. ,. 

According toJohnLinehan, vice 
president of Collections for the Zoo 
New England, the exhibit is topo- 
graphically consistent withthe snow 
leopard’s native habitat, the rug- 
ged and snowy mountains of cen- 
tral Asia. The exhibit also shows 
the context between predator and 
prey, because the markhor goats in 
the adjacent exhibit are “fair game” 
for the snow leopards in their na- 
tive range. 

“It would be difficult to find any 
snow leopard exhibit that more 
accurately depicts the natural habi- 
tat of this animal,” said Linehan, 

“This winter “Tang” (which 
means “sugar” in the Napalese lan- 
guage) will be joined by a male 
snow leopard named “Sazik” (which 
means “snow leopard” in Napalese). 
“Sazik” hails from the Henry Doorly

An additional 
threat to the snow leopard popula- 
tion is retributive hunting by herd- 
ers; faced with shrinking habitat, 
the snow leopard occasionally at- 
tacks domestic livestock of the 
herdsmen.

Osco & VNA teaming up 
against the flu 


Influenza, also known as the flu, 
can be more than just a pain in the 
head, neck and chest. Although it is 
often debilitating and uncomfort- 
able for healthy adults and chil- 
dren, it can be life threatening for 
the elderly ard those with chronic 
illness. To guard against the virus 
before flu season hits, Osco Drug 
and the Visiting Nurse Association 
(VNA) are giving local residents a 
boost by providing flu immuniza- 
tions. The program started Sep- 
tember 21 

According to the Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention (CDC), 
in an average year, more than 90 
million cases of influenza are re- 
ported, resulting in 20,000 deaths 
nationwide from influenza-related 
illnesses and many more hospital- 
izations. In the U.S. alone, between 
January and mid-March 1998, pneu- 
monia and influenza mortality lev- 
els well exceeded the epidemic 
threshold in at least 46 states. 

“Many of these incidents can be 
prevented with the influenza vacci- 
nation, and we are trying to get 
more people to take advantage of 
this illness fighting weapon,” said 
Gerry Bay, vice president Phar- 


macy Operations, Osco Drug. “Un- 
fortunately, the general public still 
has misconceptions about the influ- 
enza vaccine and the virus itself 
and does not realize that immuniza- 
tion is the best and most effective 
way to decrease the chances of 
getting the flu.” 

Although only a few different 
influenza viruses circulate at any 
given time, people continue to be- 
come ill with the flu throughout 
their lives. The reason for this con- 
tinuing susceptibility is that influ- 
enza viruses are continually chang- 
ing, usually as a result of mutations 
in viral strains. The fact that influ- 
enze viruses continually change is 
one of the reasons vaccine must be 
taken every year. 

The CDC recommends that in- 
fluenza vaccine be administered 
between September and mid-No- 
vember. It takes about one to two 
weeks after vaccination for anti- 
body against influenza to develop 
and provide protection. 

Flu shots will be administered 
by the VNA at local Osco Drug for 
$10. All proceeds will benefit the

WILMINGTON. State-wide de-

Massachusetts, these assump- 
tions are incor Students —those 
who are most directly affected by 
the system—have a voice in the 
system. This voice is the Student 


Advisory Council (SAC) to the Mas- 
sachusetts State Board of Educa- 
tion 

The SAC is a model organiza- 
tion; it has been duplicated through- 
out the country since its creation in 
1971, It was Governor Francis W. 
Sargent who established the coun- 
cil urging his legislation that “If we 
are to replace confrontation with 
deliberation and shouting with dia- 
logue, youth must be invited in, not 
shut out.” The SAC has become in 
its 24 years of existence a lobbying 
vehicle for students’ rights and a 
method for youth to get involved, to 
change, and to develop policy that 
will improve public education

The SAC is comprised of over 400 
students from schools all over Mas- 
sachusetts. It serves as a communi- 
cation network to share educational 
information and to receive input 
for decisions concerning the devel- 
opment of the Educational Reform 
Act of 1993, the Common Core of 
Learning, the Curriculum Frame- 
works, and the recommendations 
on Time & Learning. Five regional 
councils containing two elected stu- 
dent representatives from each 
public high school in Massachu- 
settsstart this intricate chain. These 
councils meet once or twice a month, 
determine their own annual goals, 
and help to act as a buffer between 
the individual schools and the next 
level, the State Student Advisory 
Council (SSAC). The SSAC has 44 
student delegates: 8are elected from 
eachregion and 12from the Greater 
Boston Region. The State Council is 
overseen by the Department of 
Education's Learning Support Ser- 
vices. Each summer, these 44 stu- 
dents attend a conference held at 
Endicott College to form their work- 
ing groups for the year and to accli- 
mate them to new developments in 
educational reform. The Chairper- 
son of the SAC serves as a full 
voting member of the Massachu- 
setts Board of Education. The chair- 
person represents all students of 
Massachusetts on the board, and 
the SAC chain helps to advise her, 
truly projecting a gathered student 
voice. The SSAC is broken into 3 
working groups: legislative, public- 
ity, and outreach. 

The legislative group throws stu- 
dents right into the political arena. 
Students draft, lobby, and support 
bills. In the past, SAC members 
have written and filed bills—some 
of which were passed and some 
were sent to legislative “purgatory”: 
the dreaded study committees. Re- 
cently, students added an amend- 
ment to Chapter 622, 
anti-discrimination law, that pro- 
tects students based on sex, race, 
religion, color, national origin, and 
sexual orientation. Currently, the 
SAC Legislative component is fo- 
cusing on two bills that were drafted 
a few years ago. One of these bills 
would provide for a student with 
voting privileges on every School 
Committee in the state. The other 
proposal would make student evalu- 
ations of teachers amandatory part 
ofthe Educational Reform Act. Both 
of these bills were sent to study;

but, this year’s participants hope to 
revive them—gaining support from 
Representatives and working out 
the legal problems with the original 
document. 

The publicity group plays an 
important role not only as a com- 
munication mixer within the SAC 
itself, but also between the SAC and 
the local media. Last year, two 
projects were spun out of students’ 
diligence. One was an SAC video 
that explained the format and im- 
plications of the MCAS testing. This 
video, along with the second project, 
a pamphlet explaining the MCAS, 
were sent out to every high school 
and most middle schools in Massa- 
chusetts. The publicity group has 
also had success with an ongoing 
publication, called Check-it-Out 
Check-it-out is a large booklet with 
years of updated research concern- 
ing student rights, The newest edi- 
tion should be distributed to every 
school district by the end of this 
January. The printing and mailing 
of these books will be handled by 
this year’s publicity students. Also,

those involved in this group will be 
doing a bit of public relations work 
to let everyone know what SAC is 
and what it does. Press releases 
will be sent to every local and high 
school newspaper in the state anda 
video entitled “What is SAC?” will 
be produced and made available to 
interested schools sometime this 
year. Aside from these challenging 
projects, a group of students will be 
forming alliances with Boston 
broadeast and journalist media. 
Also, a few students will be offering 
their services to become SAC 
spokespeople, voicing student rey 
actions to the MCAS results when 
they are released in November. 
Theoutreach component directly 
deals with students and how their 
voices contribute to the educational 
process. SAC representatives hope 
to visit local high schools, making 
presentations about current educa- 
tional issues. These students will 
also be working on building a better 
SAC participation rate among high 
schools in the state. Massachusetts 
law requires each school to elect 


two members to the council; yet, 
not every district is participating. 
Outreach may also deal with form- 
ing organizations similar tothe SAC 
throughout the country. Last year, 
the SACplayed some part in getting 
Connecticut to place two student 
members (non-voting privileges 

onthe state board of education. The 
SAC is a model and it should be used 
not only to help students in Massa 

chusetts, but students across the 
country. 

The | Board of Education led by 
intern commissioner Dr. David 
Driscoll recently adopted a new 
motto: “We help children learn.” 
The SAC places students into the 
“we” category, helping them tohelp 
themselves. The organization is a 
pioneer in educational reform 
granting students a voice in their 
education. Not only is it helping to 
improve our schools and keep stu 
dents involved, it is providing the 
men in the black suits with power- 
ful allies: the leaders of tomorrow.

The Reading-based composer 
was born in New Kensington, 
Pennsylvania on December 9, 
1938.

* In 1995 McKinley saw the 
world and Boston premieres of 
McKinley’s Ninth String Quarter 
by the Boston Composers String 
Quartet at Weill Recital Hall 
and the Tsai Performance 
Center. In late September of that 
year McKinley's Violin Con- 
certo, Seasons of Prague, pre- 


miered in Dvorak Hall in the. 


Czech Republic with the Prague 
Radio Symphony. In November 
McKinley’ arrangements of 
numerous pop songs were per- 
formed by the Seattle Symphony 
as part of the Cyberian 
Rhapsody, the first major live 
orchestral concert to be broad- 
cast on the Internet. Towards 
the end of the year, several 
McKinley works were featured 
in a concert by the English 
Virtousi at Wigmore Hall in 
London. 

In early 1996 McKinley’s 
Crazy Rags premiered at Alice 
Tully Hall by Concordia and the 
Sirius String Quartet, along with 
the Twentieth Anniversary con- 
cert of the Pittsburgh New 
Music Ensemble, which featured 
a revival of McKinley's Grand 
Finale. That summer, his work 
Goldberg Variations was pre- 
miered at the International 
Flute Convention in New Jersey 
to high acclaim. 

In 1997 two recordings with 
the clarinetist Stoltzman were 
released on the RCA Red Seal 
Label, while MMC Recordings 
released an all-McKinley disc. 

Most recently McKinley was 
awarded a Certificate of Merit 
from Yale University’s School of 
Music (which is the school’s 
highest honor) in recognition of 
both his success as a composer 
and his 23-year tenure at the 
New England Conservatory of 
Music. He has also been hon- 
ored with a commission for the 
“Missa Futura”, a celebration of 
the arrival of the new 
millennium by The Friends of 
the Missa Futura Society, a con- 

sortium of individuals and orga- 
nizations which includes West 
German Radio Cologne and the 
artist who conceived the work, 
Hildegard Modlmayr-Heimath. 
The piece is scheduled to be per- 
formed by the New York 
Chamber Symphony under 
Gerard Schwarz, with clarinetist 
Richard Stoltzman, violinist 
Lucy Stoltzman, and soloists 
from the New York City Opera 
at Avery Fisher Hall in New 
York in December, 1999. 

The Boston/Prague Festival 
will begin on November 30 with 
a night of new works written for 
the Czech Radio Orchestra and 
conductor Vladimir Valek. 

On Wednesday, December 2 
clarinetist Stoltzman will appear 
with the orchestra, playing 
music commissioned for him by 
Mitch Hampton and McKinley.

“Keroack said that the 
schools should receive over 20 
grants, the largest of which will 
probably be the annual special 
education allocation which 
totals nearly $200,000. 

“In addition to these applica- 
tions, Stoneham’s schools are 
involved in ‘six or seven’ multi- 
district applications. These, 
Keroack explained, are also 
important and, historically, have 
the best outcome. 

“The more you're a part of a 
multi-district coalition, the 
greater the likelihood that you'll 
be successful in getting the 

“One such ‘coalition’ which 
the School Department, under 
Keroack’s leadership, entered 
into last year was with 
Burlington, Woburn, Medford 
and Reading.

“The forum drew a good 
turnout of parents, teachers, 
NRLWV members and other 
interested persons from North 
Reading and neighboring com- 
munities. Attendees rated the 
information presented by Dr.

Participants felt that the 
research findings and practical 
examples ‘given by Dr. Steiner- 
Adair to work with different age 
groups was excellent. 


“Attendees had the following

This will not only enhance the 
teachers’ skills in this area, but 
further expand upon the frame- 
work established in the school 
which is being led by school 
principal Paul Perry and his 
staff which encourages students 
to communicate and act in a 
respectful manner...” 


Looking back and 
beyond in 
Winchester 


“Some teachers never get a 
break, not even during the sum- 
mer,” notes the Winchester edi- 
tion of the “Daily Times 
Chronicle.”

Plastic surgeons support programs 


The role of plastic surgeons 
in the fight against breast can- 
cer does not end with rebuilding 
the breast following mastecto- 
my. From working to pass legis- 
lation mandating that insurance 
companies cover breast recon- 
struction to participating in 
National Breast Cancer 
Awareness Month each October, 
the American Society of Plastic 
and Reconstructive Surgeons 
(ASPRS) is dedicated to pro- 
moting awareness of breast can- 
cer and its victims in a number 
of ways. 

"Plastic surgeons helped 
rebuild the breasts--and often 
self-images—of more than 50,000 
breast cancer survivors last 
year alone,” says ASPRS 
President Dennis Lynch, MD. 
“We know first-hand the pain 
and suffering this disease caus- 
es for so many women, and we 
want to be part of the drive to 
find a cure.” 

One way ASPRS is contribut- 
ing to breast cancer research is 
by dedicating a portion of pro- 
ceeds from its Annual Meeting 
sales in Boston October 3-7, 
1998, to the National Alliance of 
Breast Cancer Organizations 
(NABCO). In addition, the soci- 
ety is using 40 cent breast can- 


cer awareness stamps for a seg- 
ment of its mailings. Eight cents 


of each stamp sale is donated 
directly to breast cancer 
research. 

ASPRS has also dedicated a 
section of its web site to breast 
cancer issues that contains use- 
ful information about breast 
cancer and breast reconstruc- 
tion including links to breast 


cancer support groups, patient 
eduction materials about breast 


reconstruction, and patient 
advocacy initiatives on ensuring 
insurance coverage for recon- 
struction.

Elder Services awards grants 
to many worthy agencies - 


The Board of Directors of 
Mystic Valley Elder Services 
(MVES) announced their deci- 
sion to award over $60,000 in 
funding support to four local 
agencies who provide special- 
ized services to elders in the 
Mystic Valley Service area. 

These funds are provided by 
the federal government under 
Title IIIB of the Older 
Americans Act. The targeted 
services will supplement the 
broad-bagéd community pro- 
grams currently operated by 
MVES, such as home-delivered 
meals, medical transportation, 
multi-cultural outreach, infor- 
mation and referral, and case 
management. 


Greater Boston Chinese 
Golden Age Center will receive 
funding from MVES for an out- 
reach worker who will spend 
two mornings each week at the 
Malden Council on Aging to 
assist Chinese elders. Lola Tom 
will be available to help elders 
with writing, telephoning, and 
translation, and information 
regarding emergency assis- 
tance, benefits and housing. 

Greater Boston Legal 
Services will receive support for 
its Elderly Legal Services Unit, 
providing direct representation 
and advice on a variety of legal 
matters, and advocacy for 
elders facing eviction, financial 
exploitation, or other crises, 

New England Homes for the 
Deaf will receive MVES support 
for services to deaf and hard-of- 
hearing elders. 

There is no income eligibility 
criteria for those services, but 
the programs are targeted 
toward elders in the most need 
and with few other resources. 


‘Two out of every five women 
in American age 40 or over say 
they have experienced feeling 
tired or fatigued for no obvious 
reason - such as lack of sleep, 
according to a recent Louis 
Harris survey. 

“Many women do not realize 
that unexplained fatigue is 
rarely a stand alone condition,” 
said Dr. Sharun Lenhart, presi- 
dent of the American Medical 
Women’s Association.

It’s not sur- 
prising, considering the two dis- 
eases share many symptoms 
such as sleep disturbances, irri- 
tability, forgetfulness and 
depression. 

Thyroid disease affects 13 
million people of all ages, yet 
more than half of them remain 

i sed. 

The thyroid is a butterfly- 
shaped gland just below the 
Adam's apple which produces 
hormones that help regulate the 
body’s metabolism and organ 
function. 

Left undetected and untreat- 
ed, the disorder can elevate cho- 
lesterol levels and lead to heart 
disease, irregular menstrual 
cycles, infertility and worsening 
osteoporosis. 

When the thyroid is underac- 
tive, the body often feels slug- 
gish and tired, but when it is 
overactive, the stress of operat- 
ing on “high gear” also causes 
the body to feel fatigued. 

People who believe they may 
have a thyroid disorder should 
ask their doctor to perform a 
blood test called a TSH (thyroid 
stimulating hormone) test. It 
can read the level of the thyroid 
hormone in the blood and let the 
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Thyroid: recognize its symptoms 


physician determine if the gland 
is functioning properly. 

Once diagnosed, treatment 
for an underactive thyroid 
involves supplementing the thy- 
roid levels with a synthetic hor- 
mone tablet, levothyroxine sodi 
um, which is taken once a day. 
If the thyroid is overactive, 
radioactive iodine therapy is 


used and then patients are 
placed on the synthetic hormone 
to restore thyroid levels in the 
blood, *
